Note — The  design  was  created  by  the  late  Augustus  St.  Gaudens  acting  on 
the  suggestion  of  President  Theodore  Boosevelt  who  wanted  to  carry  out  the 
Ancient  Classic  Greek  xVrts,  while  still  having  a modern  coin.  (Note  the  un- 
timely death  of  Augustus  St.  Gaudens  occurred  the  same  year  1907). 

Pliotographs  or  word  pictures  can  hardly  describe  this  modern  classic 
beauty.  The  deep  concave  reaches  to  the  very  edges  thus  eliminating  a border 
around  the  coin  and  ci’cates  an  exceedingly  high  wire  edge  making  the  coin 
thicker  on  the  edge  by  one  full  milimetei-  (Inim.)  than  the  designs  that  fol- 
lowed (3mm.)  and  lU’imii-  thicker  than  the  issues  which  bear  the  Arabic 
Numerals,  (2i/^mm.).  The  high  relief  makes  both  the  standing  figure  of  Lib- 
erty, the  Eagle  and  Kays  more  i)ronounced.  The  capitol  in  the  background  is 
somewhat  smaller.  This  Uncirculated  Gem  is  from  the  Celebrated  Col.  Green 
Collection  and  was  bought  by  Mr.  Bell  the  early  ])art  of  this  year.
